Rojestvensky May Be at Hainan. 
St. Petersburg, April 27.—It is inti- 


mated in naval circles that Admiral 
Rojestvensky is now in the gulf of 
Tonquin where, under the shelter of 
Hainan Island and far outside terri- 
torial waters, he can await the arrival 
of the fourth division of his squadron, 
commanded by Admiral Nebogatoff. 
No confirmation of this report is ob- 
tainable at the admiralty, where it is 
maintained that the exact location of 
Rojestvensky's squadron is unknown. 


Penang Expects Fleet. 


Island 
of Penang. April 27.—The 


Fourth division of the Russian Second 
Pacific squadron, commanded by Vice 
Admiral Nebogatoff, is\ expected to 
pass Penang and enter the straits of 
Malacca soon. The British authorities 
are on the alert. Guardboats at night 
are patrolling the approaches to Pe- 
nang. 


Fleet Still at Kamranht. 


Kamranh Bay, April 27.—Your cor- 


respondent went out in a junk and saw 
t lie Bultic fleet cruising on the horizon. 
Four converted cruisers and a torpedo 
boat destroyer were coaling inside the 
bay from German colliers. The French 
steamer Quangram- has arrived here 
with stores for the fleet. It is believed' 
it will proceed to Hong-Kong or Singa- 
pore to replenish supplies. 
It is re- 


ported that the Russians captured on 
Tuesday two German steamers that 
were carrying contraband to the Jap- 
anese.

and Pickpocket. 


FAILS TO CONVINCE SERGEANT 


Patrolman Arrests Him for a Burglar 


and Officer in Charge at 
Station 


Scoff* at Story Told by His Mil- 
lionaire Prisoner. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 27.—Mistaken 


by a policeman for a burglar, James B. 
Lauglin, treasurer 
of the Jonas & 


Lauglin Steel company, the largest 
steel concern in the world outside the 
trust, 'club man, society man and 
worth $5,000,000, was placed under ar- 
rest shortly after midnight Tuesday 
by policeman Phillip Reinliuger and 
was taken to No. 4 police station in a 
patrol wugon, where he passed the 
night In a cell with a pickpocket on 
one side and a common drum; on the 
other. 


Although he offered to write his per- 


sonal check for a,uy amount up to 
$100.000 and post it as a, forfeit he was 
told by a sergeant to explain to the 
judge In'the morning. 
Mr. Laughlin 


had spent the evening at the Duqucsuc 
club1 and shortly after midnight start- 
ed home in his carriage. He lives in ! 
a mansion at Center avenue and Neg- j 
ley street, surrounded by several 
acres of ground. That his coachman 
might get to bed he dismissed him 
when he^reached a point near tho sta- 
bles and started to walk a few steps 
down. the. street to the gale loading 
to the house. 
Mr. Laughlin had gone 


but a step or two when Relnlinger ap- 
proached and asked him where he 
wns going. 
Mr. l^auglin was just 


walking into his own grounds and told 
the man that It was none of his busi- 
ness. 
Reinliuger 
then announced 


that he was a policeman and told 
Laughlin Hint ho was under arrest. 


Couldn't Convince Officer. 


Appreciating his predicament. Mr. 


Laughlin Invited the officer to come 
to the house, where he would estab- 
lish his identity. This the officer re- 
fused to do. but instead dragged Mr. 
Lattghlln to the nearest patrol box. 
over a square away, where lie rang- 
ier a wagon. "While they wero wait- 
ing Mr, Laughlin pleaded to the ofll- 
cor .to accompany 
him 
across the 


street .to a d_oc[or's office, wt'^re he 


cbuld be Ider.tlfled, bnlTliis iTtso was 
refused. 
Then the wagon came and 


he was hauled to the station house. 
The multimillionaire explained mat- 
ters to the sergeant, but the latter 
insisted that was an old story. Laugh- 
lin asked .if he could deposit a for- 
feit, and was told that $30 cash would 
be required. 
He searched 
himself 


and found that he had but $16. He 
offered to write his check, producing 
his personal check 
book, but 
was 


laughed at by the sergeant. 
Every 


other effort to identify himself having 
failed. Laughlin asked permission to 
telephone his butler or his wife, or 
some of his friends to bring the re- 
quired amount of cash. 
He was re- 


fused permission to use the.telephone 
and tvas finally hustled bade into a 
•:ell. 


Spends Night In a Cell. 


"No attention was paid to me dur- 


ing the remainder of the night," said 
Mr. Lauglin. 
"There was a little 


window In the eel! and .through it I 
could look and see the Hotel Schen- 
ley, 
or.ly 
a 
short 
distance away, 


where Mr. Jones, our 
president, re- 


sides, and was sleeping peacefully. 
The place was fairly alive with cock- 
roaches and rats and 1 killed hun- 
dreds of the vermin to keep them off. 


"About ii o'clock I became desper- 


ate... I kicked on the cell door until 
the sergeant finally came. By threats 
I finally compelled him to notify my 
wife. She deposited enough money to 
secure my release." 


The hearing was held before Magis-

Burke, Mr. Laughlin's attorney, had 
been summoned and convinced ths 
magistrate of the identity of the mul- 
timillionaire, who .ordered his imme- 
diate release.

WITHAMERICA 


Tariff Agreement Between Germany And The 


United States Is To Terminate. 


THEY STAND READY TO NEGOTIATE 


Government At Berlin Declares Its Willingness To Enter 


Into New Pact—Bitter Tariff War 


Is Feared. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.} 


Berlin, April 27.—Germany, prepara- 


tory to excluding the United: States 
from the privileges of the new reci- 
procity treaties recently signed with 
seven European states, has formally 
notified 
the 
American government 


that the tariff agreement between the 
United States and Germany of July 
10, 1900, will -terminate March 1, 1900, 
the day the new treaties go into ef- 
fect, but that Germany stands ready 
to negotiate a reciprocity treaty with 
the United States. 
\ 
• 


The German, view is that the United 


States cannot reasonably expect to 
share in special benefits given by Ger- 
many to certain European states in 
exchange for other specific tariff re- 
ductions. 
Should the United States 


have the same advantages 
without 


giving anything in return the treaty 
countries could justly complain that 
they were discriminated against. 


The government, in terminating the 


modus vivendi, has done what the 
agrarians have steadily asked 
for 


since the new commercial 
treaties 


were concluded. 


Opinion at Washington. 


Washington, April 27.—It is admit- 


ted that the effect of Germany's abro 
Cation- of her trade treaty with the 
United States may lead 
to 
serious 


commercial consequences. 
If no sub- 


stitute is found it may be that both 
countries wll become Involved in a 
bitter tariff war. 
. 


The situation, in brief is as follows: 


In July, 1900, a reciprocity arrange- 
ment was entered into between Amer- 
ica and Germany under section 3 of 
the Dingley act, whereby in return 
for a rerJuctjoD of dutv.O 


gols, Urati'dTesT 
of art entering the United States, Ger- 
many agreed to give United States 
products 
the , benefit of the 
tariff 


reductions accordingto the European 
countries above nVmed. 


Germany has drawn new conven- 


tions with those countries changing 
the tariff rates, and it is disposed to 
refuse the United States the bene- 
fit of these special rates under the old 
Dingley convention. 


The state department holds that the 


new conventions really are nothing 
more than amendments of the original 
treaties, and that therefore the spirit 
of the Dingley act agreement would 
seem to cause It to apply with equal 
fore to the new conventions. Cor- 
respondence Is now passing to clear 
up this difference of view. 


What Germany Wants. 


In the background is a well recog- 


nized purpose on the part of the Ger- 
man government to compel the United 
States to enlarge the list of articles 
named in the Dingley agreement, but 
as these are limited specially in the 
Dingly act, that object can be attained 
only by the negotiation of an entirely 
new reciprocity treaty. 


The United States either must con- 


clude such a reciprocity treaty or 
submit to the imposition on American 
imports Into Germany of. full maxi- 
mum tariff rates, which in many cases 
will be practically 
prohibitive and 


probably would cause'such an outcry 
from the great exporting Interests of 
this country as would force congress 
to retaliatory legislation and mark 
the beglnnlrig'of.a/jreat'tarlft. war. 


The issue will be transferred square- 


•ly to the United States senate, at fti 
next session.

Men Say They Arc Overworked and 


Undeffed and Denounce Com- 


mander of the Galve*ton. 


Galveston, Tex., April 27.—A »Ute 


of friction almost bordering mutiny is 
said to exist on the New United 
States cruiser Galveston. The vessel 
arrived here April 19 on her maiden 
trip to receive a silver service from 
the citizens of Galveston. The cruiser 
has been visited by thousands of peo- 
ple .from all sections of the state. 
April 26 Commander -Cutler ordered 
his ship away from -the wharves, 
where she had been since'her arrival, 
to an anchorage In'the" roads, so that 
the offcers might be better able to con- 
trol the men, numbers of.whom were 
ing the ship and .overstaying their 
shore leave. 


Federal and municipal officers have 


returned nearly two- score of men 
found ashore, many of whom were 
said to have been intoxicated. These 
men vigorously "protested against the 
treatment which 'they' allege is ac- 
corded them on' board 'ship by Com- 
mander Cutler. Men "of long service 
who came from the vessel on shore 
duty and local people who were -on 
board state that a condition verging 
on mutiny is existing there. 


The men, among them several pet- 


ty officers o£ long service, pronounce 
the voyage of the Galveston the most 
unbearable they ever 'have experi- 
enced. 
Many of them- denounce the 


commander aiid state that they are 
overworked and underfed. .They claim 
that for the most trivial offenses they 
are given the extreme penalty and 
that sixty of the men are in Irons. 


The marines are said to be almost 


worn out preserving order on board. 
The cruiser has sailed for Norfolk.

Rock county, catties have been discov- 
ered within the past few days to an 
alarming extent. 
Dr. Roberts, state 


veterinarian, returned 
from 
Bcloit 


this noon, where he completed the 
inspection of the \V. B. Strong herd 
of cattle, where it was found that 
fifty-seven out of a herd of seventy 
were affected with the disease. 
In 


order to impress all disbelievers of 
the existence of this disease In Rock 


• county f cattle, Dr. Roberts issues 
a 


formal 'invitation to all those inter- 
ested in 'purging the cattle of 
the 


state from this dread disease, to be 
present at the post mortem on the 
Strong farm near Beloit 
tomorrow 


morning. A practical 
demonstration 


of how the disease affects cattle will 
then be shown and it will be a val- 
uable lesson to all who are interest-, 
ed. 


How Discovered 


The prevalence of the disease 
in 


the Strong herd was discovered a 
few days ago by Drs. Rhodes am" 
Patterson of Beloit, when they wen 
called to attend a cow on the Stron? 
farm. . The animal was in a v'er; 
emaciated condition and the doctor 
Immediately dispatched i,t and upon 
n post mortem .found that the remain 
were badly affected with tuberculo- 
sis.; 
Mayor Ganlt of Beloit, who i 


agent for W. B. Strong, notified Stat' 
Veterinarian Roberts thac he wantec 
the herd tested with the tuberculian 
test and. the diseased animals remov 
ed. On making the test Drs. Rhodes 
and Patterson found fifty-seven ou 
of seventy head were afflicted. 
This 


herd were dairy cattle and supplie 
•the city of Beloit with .milk. 
It Is 


impossible to. tell how badly these 
animals are affected until post mor 
terns are held, as It is unknown how 
long the. disease has been introduced 
into the herd. 
In speaking of the 


matter^ Dr. Roberts said that people 
need not become alarmed over 
the 


appearance of tuberculosis in herd? 
in Rock county, as he does not thinl 
that the disease is very prevalent in 
the county.

ease was r-ot known for a long time 
to the fanners, themselves. 


The'Strong Herd 


"The V/:. B.-Strong herd at Beloit 


are in fair flesh condition and only a 
very few show 
outward 
physical 


symptoms of disease. 
In the Legler 


herd of Argyie. in Lafayette county, 
however, seventy-one out of seventy- 
two show the disease physically and 
the whole herd must bo slaughtered 
on the premises. 
In the Strotig herd 


we will ship thirty-five to the Mil- 
waukee abbltor, these being in good 
condition. Hero they will be slaugh- 
tered under government inspection. 
The remaining head we will kill to- 
morrow on the farm. 
These 
two 


herds have shown a larger per cent 
of the disease than any herds I have 
come in contact with Since I be- 
came 'state veterinarian. 


Options Given Owners 


."The owners of animals .suffering 


from tills disease have

tions: 
They can quarantine, keeping 


the animals away from all other ani- 
mals and having the milk heated to

germs, or they can ship the animals 
to an abbitor where there is a.gov- 
ernment 
inspector

.slaughter under the. direction of the 
."Wisconsin livestock sanitary board, 
or he may have the animals apprais- 
ed on the prcmesis, in. this case he 
receiving two-thirds of the appraised 
value. 
It the owner takes the last 


option then the sanitary board can 
ship-such animals as they see fit 
to an abbitor to be slaughtered und- 
er government inspection and the net 
proceeds turned into the state treas- 
ury.
